The  hand  of  God,  we  hope,  will  not  be  forgotten,  should 
these  measures  prevent  the  disease,  nr  mitigate  its  rava¬ 
ges,  even  though  the  divine  will  should  be  accomplished  in 
this  ease,  as  it  is  in  all  others,  through  the  medium  of  second 
causes. 

The  corporation,  we  understand,  have  made  provision 
for  the  poor,  by  appropriating  $26000  to  be  employed  by 
the  Board  of  Health,  in  the  preparation  of  hospitals,  and  in 
adopting  such  other  metisures  as  may  be  deemed  expe¬ 
dient. 

The  numerous  and  contradictory  spocihcs,  with  which 
the  papers  have  abounded,  will  undoubtedly  do  injury, 
rather  than  good.  The  apothecary  shops  arc  thronged, 
and  people  stuffing  their  pockets  with  nostrums,  which  in 
inexperienced  hands,  will  be  almost  certain  to  produce 
disease,  rather  tha^preimt  it.  We  recommend  all  per¬ 
sons  to  live  temperately,  cleanly,  and  regularly,— to  “  live 
according  to  nature,” — and  then,  if  such  an  almost  unpre¬ 
cedented  thing  should  happen,  as  that  such  a  person  should 
be  attacked,  to  send  immediately  for  a  skilful  physician, 
who  understands,  if  not  the  cholera,  at  least  the  human 
conttUution, 

It  is  the  opinion  of  many  judicious  persons,  that  our  city, 
situated  as  it  is,  surrounded  by  the  salt  water,  and  enjoy¬ 
ing  superior  medical  advantages,  affords  better  protection 
than  the  country.  A  committee  of  the  medical  liiculty 
have  been  sent  to  Canada  to  investigate  the  disease,  and 
every  measure,  we  may  rest  assured,  will  be  taken,  to  ar¬ 
rest  its  progress,  if  it  should  appear  among  us. 

After  all,  our  only  safe  protection  is  to  confide  in  God  ; 
and  our  only  safe  preparation,  to  be  prepared  for  death.

But  a  violation  of 
holy  time  for  such  a  sordid  purpose  ;  needlessly  disturbing 
and  fermenting  the  public  mind  ;  at  a  time,  too,  when  our 
nation  is  called  upon  to  hiinibic  itself  before  God,  in  view 
of  impending  judgments ;  deserves  the  severest  reproba¬ 
tion  of  an  enlightened  and  Christian  community.  The 
Courier  and  Enquirer*  grounds  one  of  its  claims  to  public 
patronage,  on  the  fact  that  it  disregards  the  Christian  Sab¬ 
bath.

EDITOR’S  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Philadelphia,  June  18. 
Dear  Brother — I  came  here  by  appointment,  to  attend 
a  meeting  Avith  Mr.  Stevens,  preparatory  to  his  embarka 
tion  for  Canton.  On  Sabbath  morning,  Mr.  Stevens 
preached  in  the  Mariner’s  church,  of  which  Rev.  A.  H. 
Dashiell  is  pastor.  I  went,  and  found  a  very  respectable 
congregatiou,  with  quite  a  good  number  of  seafaring  peo¬ 
ple.  Mr.  Stevens’  text  was  2  Cor.  v.  IS.  And  he  descri' 
bed  in  a  clear  and  discriminating  manner,  what  it  is  to 
live  for  Christ.  It  is  to  do  what  is  right,  to  do  it  out  of  re¬ 
gard  to  Christ’s  commands,  and  to  persevere  to  the  end 
In  discussing  the  second  point,  he  showed  the  difference 
between  true  piety  and  what  is  commonly  called  morality 
by  an  apt  illustration  drawn  from  the  scene  of  his  future 
labors.  Suppose  you  are  sent  to  Canton,  by  a  merchant, 
to  attend  to  certain  important  business  for  him.  On  your 
return,  your  employer  asks.  Have  you  attended  to  the  bu¬ 
siness  you  had  in  charge  ?  No,  I  have  done  nothing 
about  it ;  I  had  business  of  my  ow  n  to  attend  to,  and  have 
made  a  good  deal  of  money  in  it,  so  that  I  really  had  no 
time  fur  your  concerns.  However,  I  hope  you  will  not  be 
dissatisfied,  for  I  endeavored  to  lead  a  life  of  strict  propri¬ 
ety,  paid  all  my  debts,  bore  my  share  in  every  public  mea¬ 
sure  designed  for  the  common  good,  and  gained  the  esteem 
and  good  will  of  all  my  acquaintance.  Indeed  the  whole 
body  of  residents  were  much  attached  to  me,  and  sorry  to 
have  roe  come  away,’^  Would  this  satisi/  the  employsr  7 
Would  he  not  rather  say,  “  Thou  wicked  and  slothful  ser¬ 
vant.”  So  Christ  will  say  to  the  external  moralist,  who 
does  not  act  from  regard  to  him,  “  Take  ye  the  unprofitable 
servant,  and  cast  him  into  outer  darkness.” 

In  the  evening,  we  had  a  good  meeting  in  the  First 
Church,  (Mr.  Barnes’.)  That  large  house  was  full.  Dr. 
Skinner  opened  with  prayer,  and  after  a  plain  statement 
of  the  facts  connected  with  our  undertaking,  addresses 
were  delivered  by  Messrs.  Stevens  and  Patton,  and  Dr. 
Ely.  I  believe  mucji  interest  was  excited  in  favor  of  our 
cause.  Mr.  Patton  alluded  to  the  time  when  the  Bethel 
ffag  was  first  hoisted  in  one  of  our  sea  ports,  and  floated 
in  the  air  by  the  side  of  the  American  Eagle.  It  was  the 
day  of  small  things,  and  the  friends  of  the  seamen  went 
forward  with  trembling.  By  and  by  they  slacked  the  line 
which  held  the  nohle  bird,  and  she  fluttered  and  bore  the 
Bethel  flag  of  peace  to  another  port,  and  then  to  a  third  ; 
and  as  the  cord  was  lengthened,  she  saw  Bethels  rising  in 
every  seaport,  from  Portland  to  New  Orleans,  and  so 
around  on  the  rivers  and  the  great  lakes,  and  along  the 
grand  canal.  Kow  he  was  rejoiced  that  the  Society  were 
about  to  cut  the  cord,  and  let  the  American  Eagle  fly  all  over 
the  glohe,  and  raise  the  Betk^l  flag  in  every  principal  sea 
port  in  the  world. 

He  also  repeated  the  story  of  the  gold  beads,  which  was 
told  with  so  much  effect  by  Mr.  MilcheUln  giving  the  right 
hand  of  fellowship  at  Mr.  Stevens’  ordination.  Mr. 
MHchell  said  a  member  of  his  church,  a  poor  widow,  came 
to  him  and  said  she  had  long  been  wishing  to  give  some, 
thing  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel,  hut  really  had  not  any 
thing  she  could  give.  But  she  had  recently  been  reading 
Mr.  Judson’s  letter,  where  one  of  the  female  missionaries 
took  off  her  gold  beads,  which  she  had  long  worn  in  me¬ 
mory  of  her  father,  because,  as  she  said,  "I  love  Jesus 
Christ  better  than  I  do  my  father.”  And  so,  said  this  widow, 
“  I  thought  I  could  give  up  my  gold  beads,  which  my  father, 
who  is  dead,  gave  me  when  I  was  a  child.  This  ring  was 
given  me  by  a  friend  who  died  just  as  we  were  to  have 
been  married,  and  I  give  that  too.  I  think  it  will  honor 
their  memory  more  than  to  keep  them.  My  father  was  a 
sailor,  and  was  buried  in  the  ocean.  My  husband  was  a 
sailor  too,  and  he  is  dead,  and  my  only  son  was  a  sailor, 
and  he  is  dead,  and  buried  in  the  sea.  And  if  you  think 
it  would  be  proper,  I  wish  you  would  take  these  things,  and 
give  them  to  the  gentleman  that  is  going  to  Canton  to 
preach  fur  the  sailors.” 

Mr.  Patton  said  he  hoped,  for  the  honor  of  Iris  native 
city,  they  would  so  far  sustain  the  society  in  their  expanded 
operations,  as  to  furnish  the  support  of  at  least  one  mis 
sionary.  Dr.  Ely  seconded  that  proposition,  and  urged  it  on 
the  ground  that  so  many  sons  and  brothers  of  those  pre¬ 
sent  were  likely  to  be  benefitted  by  the  labors  of  the  prea 
chef  at  Canton.  Our  collection  amounted  to  $161  29,  be¬ 
sides  25  gold  rings,  and  sundry  other  articles  of  jewelry, 
One  of  the  rings  was  wrapped  in  a  paper,  inscribed,  “  The 
widow’s  mite.”  On  another  paper  was  written,  “  I  am 
poor,  very  poor  ;  but,  blessed  be  God,  I  can  and  will  pray.” 
Much  good  feeling  was  expressed,  and  a  determination 
to  use  farther  efforts  to  increase  the  contributions  to 
much  larger  amount.  So  much  interest  is  excited  by  these 
foreign  movements,  and  so  ready  a  liberality  shown  by  the 
churches,  that  I  hope  the  executive  committee  will  feel 
called  upon  to  extend  their  operations  still  more,  and  that 
they  may  ere  long  be  enabled  to  plant  their  Bethel  flag  in 
Rio  Janeiro,  in  Smyrna,  or  Constantinople,  in  St.  Pelers- 
burgh,  and  ere  long  in  other  poru  of  France  and  of  South 
America,  and  perhaps  also  to  send  two  or  three  additional 
laborers  to  South  Eastern  Asia.

The  late  Stephen  Girard  was 
building  it  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  and  intending  to 
make  it  a  little  better  than  any  he  had  ever  built  before. 
The  captain  says  it  is  the  best  merchant  ship  ever  built  in 
the  United  States.  The  cabin  is  spacious,  and  has  four 
Urge  state-rooms.  The  timbers  of  live  oak,  of  great 
strength,  designed  to  last  fifty  years.  Her  piesent  t  _ 
has  given  her  the  name  »  M.wrUon,”  out  of  respect  to 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Morrison,  the  patriarch  of  ths  China  Mis- 
lion,  with  whom  be  lived  some  years  in  habiu  of  Christian 


intimacy  at  Canton.  She  bears  a  well  carved  bust  of  Dr. 
Morrison  for  her  figure  head.  And  on  her  stern  it  a 
carved  work,  intended  to  represent  Dr.  M.  supported  by 
England  and  America,  in  giving  the  bible  to  China.  The 
appropriateness  of  this  union  is  manifest,  if  we  consider 
that  not  only  does  Dr.  MorrUon  look  to  America  for  all 
farther  laborers  in  his  mission,  but  in  the  commencement 
of  his  undertaking  he  received  much  aid  from  our  country. 
He  was  obliged  to  take  his  passage  in  an  American  ship, 
the  arbitrary  regulations  of  the  English  East  India  Com¬ 
pany  not  then  permitting  a  missionary  to  go  out  in  any  of 
their  vessels.  He  accordingly  came  to  Philadelphia,  and 
was  kindly  granted  a  free  passage  in  one  of  Mr.  Ral¬ 
ston’s  ships.  This  was  26  years  ago  this  summer.  And 
for  some  years,  indeed  ail  the  while  until  he  had  mastered 
the  language  of  China,  so  as  to  be  useful  to  the  E.  I. 
Company  as  a  translator,  he  was  indebted  to  American 
citizens  for  much  kindness  which  was  withheld  by  his  own 
countrymen.  It  will  be  seen  that  our  ship  is,  both  by  her 
name  and  her  decorations,  a  mueionary  chip,  I  believe 
she  is  equally  so  in  the  intention  of  her  owner.  If  Provi¬ 
dence  spares  his  life,  and  continues  his  prosperity,  I  trust 
she  will  prove  a  regular  packet  for  conveying  the  heralds 
of  salvation  from  our  American  churches  to  the  hundreds 
of  millions  in  China. 

Capt.  Bardin,  the  commander, is  a  veteran  in  the  China 
trade.  He  is  much  of  a  gentleman,  and  appears  to  be 
exceeding  friendly  and  disposed  to  do  every  thing  in  his 
power  to  make  our  missionary’s  passage  both  agreeable 
and  useful.  The  first  mate  is  a  member  of  a  church  in 
Massachusetts.  Several  youths  of  respectable  connex¬ 
ions  in  Philadelphia  go  out  as  sailors.  A  worthy  yoiine 
physician,  and  a  son  of  the  owner  will  be  passengers. 
Let  the  churches  pray  that  the  Holy  Spirit  may  descend 
upon  that  precious  company,  and  that  they  may  find  “  Je 
sus  in  the  ship.”  It  would  add  much  to  our  chaplain’s 
prospects  of  usefulness  at  Canton,  if  he  shall  be  enabled 
to  carry  in  with  him  a  ship’s  company  of  twenty-six  souls, 
already  deeply  impressed  with  the  subject  of  religion. 

I  have  visited  a  new  painting,  by  Haydon,  “  Christ’s  en' 
trance  into  Jerusalem.”  It  has  been  a  good  deal  cried  up 
in  the  newspapers,  but  I  confess  it  did  not  answer  my  ex¬ 
pectations.  In  visiting  the  rooms  of  the  American  Sun¬ 
day  School  Union,  I  was  shown  an  Atlas  of  the  Mississip¬ 
pi  Valley,  drawn  for  the  purpose  of  entering  the  locations 
of  their  schools.  The  Union  are  now  passing  over  much 
of  their  field  a  second  time  to  find  what  is  the  present 
condition  of  the  schools  which  their  agents  established  last 
year.  Their  record  of  the  schools,  and  of  all  the  par 
ticulars  i%ported  by  agents,  is  very  methodical  and  business 
like,  and  calculated  to  inspire  confidence,  as  it  shows  that 
they  know  very  well  what  they  are  doing. 

In  the  evening,  Mr.  Stevens  and  myself  attended  the 
Seamen’s  Monthly  Concert  of  prayer,  in  the  “  Mariners 
Baptist  Bethel,”  N.  Water  street.  It  was  a  good  meeting, 
Several  seamen  prayed,  and  fervently  remembered  him 
who  for  the  sake  of  seamen  was  about  to  leave  his  native 
land,  probably  never  to  return.  I  was  particularly  inter¬ 
ested  in  one  prayer  offeied  by  a  sailor,  a  native  of  Holland, 
who  was  converted  by  his  bible,  at  sea.  The  simplicity 
and  sincerity  of  a  Christian  sailor  was  rendered  more 
touching  by  the  broken  English  in  which  it  was  expressed. 

In  looking  over  my  two  last  letters,  I  find  that  in  our 
paper  of  June  9lh,  I  am  made  to  say,  “  As  soon  as  the 
decided  temper  of  the  house  had  been  manifested  in  the 
issue  of  the  Philadelphia  case,  it  became  the  Evident  policy 
of  the  majority  to  protract  the  session,  in  hopes  by  that 
means  of  regaining  their  ascendency.”  To  an  attentive 
reader  the  mistake  is  obvious  enough.  But  I  have  been 
told  I  had  better  make  the  correction.  I  intended  to  say 
it  was  the  policy  of  the  minority  to  protract  the  session. 

In  my  last  week’s  letter,  the  meeting  of  the  Yale  Col 
lege  Bible  Society  is  stated  to  have  been  on  Thursday  eve¬ 
ning.  The  meeting  was  in  the  morning. 

I  learn  from  many  persons  in  Philadelphia,  that  the 
pacific  effect  of  forming  the  new  presbytery  has  exceeded 
the  expectations  of  all  parties.  There  is  now  no  quarrel 
ing  to  be  done,  and  nothing  to  talk  about,  which  is  likely 
to  keep  alive  the  irritation.  I  tiust  the  late  General  As- 
scmbly  has  terminated  this  dreadful  controversy  for  one 
generation  at  least.  I  am  told  that  Dr.  Green  is  much 
pleased  with  the  result,  and  declares  his  conviction  that 
the  difference  in  doctrine  among  Presbyterian  ministers,  is 
much  less  than  he  had  supposed.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

a  DEFEBREO  ARTICLE. 

Tueeday,  May  29th. 

A  resolittion  was  offered  by  a  member  and  seconded. 
That  the  use  of  honorary  titles  such  as  Father,  Doct^, 
4-c.  is  contrary  to  the  religion  of  the  meek  and  lowlv  Je- 
SUS,  and  ought  to  be  discontinued  in  the  records  oi  this  [ 
church.  A  motion  for  its  indefinite  postponement  was  im¬ 
mediately  made,  and  after  some  earnest  remarks  from  the 
mover,  and  some  of  a  playful  character  from  some  other  I 
members,  the  motion  for  indefinite  postponement  carried. 

The  above  is  from  the  Presbyterian.  A  few  notes  were 
taken  of  the  debate  which  arose.  It  was  manifest  that 
the  mover  was  very  serious  and  earnest  in  making  his  mo¬ 
tion,  which  was  promptly  seconded  by  Mr.  Bemtth. 

Vox,  moved  an  amendment  that  the  thlo  of  Mieter  should 
be  included,  as  identical  in  its  meaning  with  Master,  and 
Christ  has  said  “Call  no  man  Master  on  earth.”  If  the 
title  of  Doctor,  as  now  borne  by  ministers,  was  prohibited, 
the  title  of  Mister  was  equally  so. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Brechenridge  said  he  did  not  wish  to  interfere 
with  gentlemen’s  receiving  these  titles,  if  they  liked  them. 
But  the  motion  only  went  to  strike  them  from  our  records, 
that  is,  to  do  away  the  practice  of  voting  titles  of  honor  to 
ourselves.  By  the  manner  of  keeping  our  records,  it  goes 
out  as  our  own  voice  that  we  are  Doctor  such  a  one,  &c. 
Such  a  vote  as  was  proposed  was  by  no  means  unprece¬ 
dented  in  ecclesiastical  bodies.  The  synod  of  Kentucky 
had  adopted  such  a  rule  in  regard  to  its  records. 

Mr.  Beman  said  the  General  Conference  of  Maine  had 
done  the  same,  and  so  also  had  the  synod  of  the  Western 
Reserve.  He  said  he  could  recollect  of  but  one  parallel  in 
all  heathen  antiquity,  for  this  practice  of  voting  our  own 
titles.  It  was  where  Eneas  introduced  himself  as  the 
piout  Eneas.  Sum  piut  .Xneas. 

Dr.  Green  said  he  did  not  consider  these  honors  as  of 
very  great  importance.  He  had  a  pair  of  them  which  any 
body  might  have  for  sixpence  a  piece.  But  he  could  see 
no  great  harm  in  them,  and  thought  the  matter  hardly 
worth  legislating  about. 

Remarks  were  made  by  several  others.  Mr.  C.  Eddy 
alluded  to  the  sentiment  expressed  by  the  lamented  Elias 
Cornelius  on  this  subject,  when  he  was  on  his  death  bed. 
Dr.  Cox  said  those  who  pretended  to  be  conscientious  on 
this  subject  were  bound,  in  consistency,  not  to  give  titles 
of  honor.  He  could  not  regard  the  plea  of  conscience, 
where  he  did  not  find  consistency.  The  mover,  Mr. 
Boswell,  of  Missouri,  said  he  had  brought  forward  his 
motion  modestly,  and  from  a  sense  of  duty.  It  is  the 
voice  of  many  Christians  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  and 
however  it  might  be  regarded  here  now,  sooner  or  later  it 
would  make  itself  heard.  At  any  rale  the  good  sense  of 
this  house  ought  to  shield  the  mover  from  the  ridicule  with 
which  it  had  been  attempted  to  overwhelm  him.

tisemqnt  on  the  nations ;  but  upon  no  class  of  society 
does  it  fall  so  heavily,  as  on  the  intemperate  and  profligate.

Temferance  in  South  Africa. — We  learn  from

proceeded  on  what  they  term  “a  religiotis  visit,”  to  New 
Holland.  They  reached  Cape  Town,  at  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  in  December  last.  While  there,  they  attend¬ 
ed  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  Tempe¬ 
rance  Society.  The  meeting  was  opened  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Philip,  the  missionary  of  the  London  Society,  who  intro¬ 
duced  the  two  “  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends,”  in 
handsome  terms.  Both  of  them  spoke,  giving  accounts  of 
the  progress  of  Temperance  Societies  both  in  America, 
and  in  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  and  adding  many 
cogent  remarks.  Other  speakers  shewed  the  advantage 
which  must  accrue  to  the  colony  from  such  a  society. 
The  principles  of  the  society  were  recognized,  and  a 
committee  appointed  to  complete  the  organization. 


forego  the  use  of  it,  without  an  evil  greater  than  to  use  it,  j 
then  take  it  in  such  a  quantity  as  will  be  sure  to  nauseate 
and  prostrate.  This  will  put  the  next  dose  farther  off ;  and 
two  or  three  doses  thus  administered,  will  so  blunt  the 
appetite,  that  quitting  the  practice  will  appear  to  be  quite 
a  moderate  degree  bf  self-denial.  Those  who  never  felt 
the  appetite  may  laugh  at  such  directions  as  these  ;  but 
those  who  know  its  power,  will  at  least  think  them  worth 
some  consideration. 

1  do  not  place  the  use  of  tobacco  in  the  same  scale  with 
that  of  ardent  spirits.  It  does  not  make  men  maniacs  and 
demons.  But  that  it  does  undermine  the  health  of  thou¬ 
sands  ;  that  it  creates  a  nervous  irritability,  and  thus 
operates  on  the  temper  and  moral  character  of  men  ;  that 
it  often  creates  -a  thirst  for  spiritous  liquors ;  that  it  al¬ 
lures  to  clubs,  and  grog-shops,  and  taverns,  and  thus  helps 
to  make  idlers  and  spendthrifts ;  and  finally,  that  it  is  a 
very  serious  and  needless  enpense  ;  are  things  which  can¬ 
not  be  dgniod  by  any  observing  and  considerate  person. 
And  if  all  this  be  true,  how  can  the  habitual  use  of  tobac¬ 
co,  as  mere  luxury,  be  defended  by  any  one  who  wishes 
well  to  his  fellow  men,  or  has  a  proper  regard  to  his  own 
usefulness  ? 

I  have  been  in  the  use  of  it  for  35  years ;  but  I  confess 
myself  unable,  on  any  ground,  to  defend  or  to  excuse  the 
practice.  The  wants  which  are  altogether  artificial,  are 
such  as  duty  calls  us  to  avoid.  The  indulgence  of  them 
can  in  no  way  promote  our  good  or  our  real  comfort. 


A  PROFOsmoN.-While  thePrwbyterian  church 
is  so  deeply  convulsed  with  dissemion,  especially 
at  one  of  its  most  central  points,  and  with  little 
prospect  of  an  immediate  and  pacific  termination, 
we  would  pnipose  to  the  persons  and  parties 
most  interested,  to  try  the  experiment  for  one 
year  to  come  at  least,  of  turning  their  attention 
more  exclusively  to  the  business  of  promoting  re¬ 
vivals  of  religion,  by  their  own  personal  exertions.

who  are  fami^ing  fiir  the  bread  of  life,  they  will 
find  little  time  or  disposition  for  controversy.— 
Revivals,  if  we  misake  not,  are  a  .sovereign  re¬ 
medy,  for  such  spiritual  maladies. — Roch.  Obs.

‘  If  God  can  make  men  hear  the  gospel,  then 
it  is  absurd  as  well  as  criminal  for  sinnners  to 
resolve  that  they  teill  hear  it.’ 

The  following  is  an  inference  of  a  sermon  in 
the  April  number,  1829,  from  Luke  xviii.  9 ;  ‘It 
may  be  inferred  from  what  has  been  said,  that 
whenever  sinners  seriously  set  themselves  to  seek 
salvation,  they  do  nothing  but  throw  ob.staclesin 
the  way,  and  the  only  way  in  which  they  can 
be  saved.’ 

The  fitllowing  are  from  a  sermon  upon  Luke 
xxii.  22;  contained  in  the  April  number,  1828: 

Does  God  execute  many  of  his  decrees, 
through  the  instrumentality  of  the  wicked,  and 
overrule  their  conduct  to  advance  his  glory ;  then 
sinners,  on  the  whole,  are  not  detrimental  to 
God’s  moral  system,  nor  do  they  diminish  its  fe¬ 
licity,  but  are  of  use  to  the  universe.’ 

‘  Does  God  execute  many  of  his  decrees  through 
the  instrumentality  of  wicked  men,  and  overrule 
their  criminal  conduct  to  advance  hiS  glory,  of 
the  highest  happiness  of  the  universe ;  then 
there  is  no  propriety  in  being  sorry  for  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  sin.’ 

“  How  many  revivals,  think  you,  ever  occur¬ 
red  under  the  exhibition  of  such  principles.^  To 
me,  they  appear  somewhat  in  advance  of  Dr- 
Griffin’s  scheme  of  passive  regeneration:” 

That  the  above  doctrines  were  ever  preached,  in  this 
shape,  by  Dr.  Hopkins,  we  do  not  pretend  to  say.  Our 
concern  is  with  “  Hopkinsianism,”  as  it  is  exhibited  now, 
and  by  those  who  appropriate  to  themselves  the  venerable 
name.  It  is  thi»  .“  offspring  of  philosophy  and  vain  de 
ceit,”  which  makes  universalists  and  sceptics  without 
number ;  it  is  the  root  of  infidelity  ;  it  drives  serious 
minded  persons  to  despair ;  and  paralyzes  all  vigorous  ef¬ 
forts  to  press  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven- 

How  is  it  possible,  we  ask,  for  a  sinner  to  be  “  drawn  by 
the  cords  of  love,”  under  such  an  exhibition  of  the  grace 
of  God  !  What  reasonable  being  could  ever  look  to  hea¬ 
ven  with  confidence,  while  contemplating  the  divine  go¬ 
vernment  in  such  a  light !  The  thing  is  impossible.  God 
has  implanted  reason  in  us,  to  perceive  the  beauty  of  mo¬ 
ral  goodness  ;  to  discriminate  between  right  and  wrong 
a  constitution  of  being  which  utterly  incapacitates  us  for 
loving  the  God  of  this  “  Hopkinsian”  theory. 

We  would  hope  that  the  day  may  yet  arrive,  when  such 

doctrines  will  be  unknown ; - when  some  antiquarian 

versed  in  the  mass  of  strange  things  which  most  of  the 
learned  have  ceased  to  know,  may  amuse  himself,  and  as¬ 
tound  his  contemporaries,  by  bringing  out  from  his  trea¬ 
sury  the  proofs,  that  “  such  things  were.” 

Dr.  Cox’s  Temperance  Lecture. — The  Young 
Men’s  Temperance  Society  have  established  monthly  lec¬ 
tures  on  Temperance,  to  be  delivered  by  clergymen  in  this 
oily.  Dr.  Cox  gave  the  first  lecture.  Sabbath  evening  last, 
to  a  crowded  audience  at  Chatham  Street  Chapel.  It  was 
altogether  of  a  splendid  character.  After  reading  the  me¬ 
morable  passage  in  23tl  Proverbs,  “  Who  hath  woe  7  who 
hath  sorrow?”  &c.  his  text  was  taken  from  1st  Corinthi¬ 
ans,  ix.  23 — 27 ; — which  afforded  opportunity  to  dwell  on 
the  importance  of  mental  discipline,  and  of  subjecting 
ourselves  lo  the  law  of  reason  and  religion.  The  tempe 
rate  indulgence  of  the  passions,  and  of  innocent  pleasures, 
was  touched  with  glowing  interest,  and  the  laws  of  tem¬ 
perance  shown  to  be  essential  to  happiness,  as  they 
are  to  virtue.  It  is  only  the  temperate  man,  who  enjoys 
the  grapes  of  the  promised  land,  wliHe  journeying  through 
the  wilderness  ;  he  alone,  who,  like  the  great  apostle,  has 
learned  to  keep  his  body  under,  and  bring  it  into  subjec¬ 
tion. 

The  person  who  has  learned  to  be  temperate  in  one  par¬ 
ticular,  has  gone  so  far  towards  forming  a  general  habit  of 
self  control ;  so  far  towards  accomplishing  the  great  ob¬ 
ject  of  our  mortal  existence.  The  mind  is  a  unit,  and 
consequently  to  discipline  one  of  its  faculties,  is  to  assist 
and  strengthen  all  the  others. 

The  Doctor  alluded  to  the  cholera ;  that  fearful  plague, 
which,  like  the  angel  in  the  sun,  seems  to  stand  with  bis 
sword  drawn  over  us.  Not  less  than  the  comet,  is  pestilence 
moved  by  God,  and  not  less,  though  unsearchable,  is  it  the 
executor  of  his  designs.  We  regard  it  as  a  divine  chas

This  little  book  is  a  choice  publication  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Sunday  School  Union,  but  we  have  room  only  to 
commend  it  to  our  readers. 

The  third  chapter  is  one  of  touching  interest,  and  while 
it  evinces  peculiar  decision  of  character  in  the  subject  of 
the  memoir,  it  shows  her  child-like  confidence  in  God’s 
promise  to  give  wisdom  liberally  to  those  who  ask  Him 
At  the  59th  page,  the  author  places  before  us  a  sublime 
spectacle,  in  the  following  words, 

“  He  remembers  with  what  calm  and  collected  firmness 
and  trust  in  God,  she  weighed  the  question,  whether  she 
should  do  more  good,  in  two  or  three  years  in  pagan 
lands,  than  during  the  ordinary  period  of  human  life  in  the 
quiet  and  happy  abodes  of  New  England.” 

To  see  a  delieatc  female  thus  exercised,  .should  put  to 
blush  many  of  the  other  sex  whose  professions  are  high 
We  would  gladly  spend  much  more  time  in  our  notice  of 
this  work ;  for,  like  the  story  of  the  woman  of  old,  wi 
wish  it  might  be  read  wherever  the  gospel  is  preached. 


NEW  PUBLICATIONS. 

Whelpi.ey’s  Triangle. — This  publication  made  a 
good  de.al  of  noise,  when  it  was  first  issued,  in  1816.  It 
was  written  by  the  late  Rev.  Samuel  Whelpley  of  this 
city,  and  was  designed  to  show  the  course  then  adopted  in 
New  York  and  Philadelphia,  to  keep  out  what  they  called 
Hopkinsianism  (in  which  term  they  generally  included  all 
New  England  divinity)  from  the  cities  of  New  York  and 
Philadelphia.  There  has  been  much  diversity  of  opinion  re¬ 
specting  the  probable  utility  of  republis'liing  the  work. 
This  edition,  we  understand,  is  undertaken  by  a  son  of 
Mr.  Wiley,  the  original  publisher,  and  is  for  the  benefit  of 
Mr.  Whelpley’s  widow,  who  is  in  circumstances  tl.at  need 
the  aid  which  may  arise  from  the  sales. 


histories  of  these  men ;  to  follow  them  amid  the  perils 
they  encountered  ;  to  contemplate  the  cruellies  and  su¬ 
perstitions  which  sin  engendered  in  their  day,  under  the 
mask  of  religion ;  it  is  profitable  to  contrast  our  puny, 
their  exaheil  attainments,  and  to  hold  up  the  standard 
of  their  virtues  before  us. 

We  rejoice  to  see  a  beautiful  edition  of  the  life  of  Wic¬ 
lif.  It  is  the  first,  we  understand,  of  a  series  of  kindred 
works,  which  the  publishers  design  to  issue,  if  patronage 
sufficient  should  be  afforded.  The  memoir  is  executed 
with  ability,  and  considering  the  scanty  materials,  it  is  full 
of  interest.  It  makes  one  acquainted,  not  only  with  the 
reformer,  but  with  much  of  the  history  of  the  papal 
church,  and  of  the  times  in  which  he  lived.  The  style 
is  chaste  and  forcible ;  and  we  most  sincerely  hope,  nor 
so  much,  we  confess,  for  the  benefit  of  the  publishers,  as 
for  the  good  of  the  public,  that  the  work  may  have  an  ex¬ 
tensive  circulation  among  the  religious  community. 

We  cannot  forbear  lo  gratify  our  readers,  by  presenting 
a  specimen  of  WicliPs  translation  of  the  bible.  It  was 
made  about  the  year  1380  ;  of  course  before  the  discovery 
of  printing;  yet  multitudes  were  supplied  with  the  sacred 
volume,  by  the  aid  of  transcribers.  It  was  this  translation 
which  gave  lo  Wiclif  his  stupendous  power  over  the  age 
mod  ceg^iry  in  which  he  lived.  It  was  this,  which,  “  pour¬ 
ing  a  blaze  of  unwelcome  light  into  the  regions  of  dark¬ 
ness,”  made  superstition  tremble,  and  falsehood  fly  before 
The  specimen  we  give,  is

Unitarianism.— The  following  article  wc  find  in  the 
Boston  Telegraph,  copied  from  the  Morning  Post,  of  that 
city : — 

“  Theological. — It  is  rumored,  and  we  believe  correctly, 
that  a  minister  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  respectable  | 
Congregational  societies  in  this  city,  has  recently  notified 
his  church,  that  he  considers  the  administration  of  the 
Lord’s  Supper,  a  useless  firm — that  it  has  not  a  divine 
origin — that  it  is  productive  of  no  good — exciting  no  reli¬ 
gious  or  benevolent  feelings — that  it  is  altogether  a  sen¬ 
sual  indulgence  at  variance  with  the  spirituality  of  Chris¬ 
tianity,  and  he  advises  that  its  administration  be  dispensed 
with  in  future.  It  may  well  be  supposed,  that  the  propo¬ 
sition  produced  no  little  surprise  to  his  church,  who  it  is 
said  have  referred  the  subject  to  a  committee,  for  consi¬ 
deration — perhaps  it  may  not  be  improper  for  us  to  re¬ 
mark,  that  there  are  many  Christians  who  have  a  similar 
view  of  this  ordinance.” 

It  is  interesting,  yet  painful,  to  trace  the  downhill  pro¬ 
gress  of  Unitarianism.  The  minister  referred  to,  is  un¬ 
derstood  lo  be  the  Rev.  Mr.  Emerson,  of  the  church  to 
which  the  Rev.  Henry  Ware,  Jr.  formerly  ministered.  It 
was  long  ago  predicted,  that  Unitarianism  would  ultimately 
run  into  Deism  ;  and  if  it  has  not  already  arrived  there, 
there  is  but  a  step  between  them.  So  dangerous  arc  the 
beginnings  of  error. 

Baptist  Repository. — We  have  observed  with  re¬ 
gret,  an  editorial  article  in  the  last  number  of  this  respect¬ 
able  paper,  against  what  tho  editor  says,  are  denominated 
“revival  measures.”  The  article,  it  appears  to  us,  will 
carry  its  own  antidote  lo  reasonable  minds.  We  would 
merely  inquire  of  our  brother,  if  he  considers  such  repre¬ 
sentations  as  comporting  with  Christian  candor  ?  Large 
sections  of  our  country,  which  have  enjoyed  such  glorious 
refreshings  within  the  last  few  years,  as  lo  swell  with  joy 
the  bosoms  of  the  faithful,  are  contemptuously  denomina¬ 
ted,  “  Mr.  Finney's  hot-bed  ;”  and  the  efforts  and  mea¬ 
sures  to  promote  the  reign  of  heaven,  which  have  been  so 
eminently  successful  in  the  American  churches,  are  pass¬ 
ed  off  as  “  the  occasional  spicing  of  fanaticism  and  folly." 
It  is  unnecessary  fur  us  to  refute  such  aspersions  as  these 
but  it  is  peculiarly  painful  to  see  Christians  doing  the  work 
of  the  enemy.  • 

Form  of  Prayer. — The  following  is  a  form  of  prayer, 
prescribed  by  Bishop  Onderdonk,  to  be  used  in  the  con¬ 
gregations  of  the  New  York  Episcopal  diocese,  during  the 
continuance  of  danger  from  the  Cholera.  The  bishop 
holds  the  following  language  to  his  brethren  of  the  Epis 
eopal  Church  : — 

Besides  invitinrj  ytiii  to  the  ii.se  of  these  pray¬ 
er*,  in  a  truly  devout  and  Christian  Iraine  of 
mind,  with  deep  repentance  for  your  sins,  with 
humble  and  .sincere  resolutions  of  anieiidmeni 
of  lieart  and  life,  and  in  the  exercises  of  the  true 
and  living  laith  of  the  gospel,  I  would  also  most 
earnestly  and  affectionately  urtreyou  to  think  se¬ 
riously  «f  the  impending  judwment  of  God,  to 
consider  the  things  which  belong  to  your  ever¬ 
lasting  peace,  before  they  he  forever  hidden  front 
you,  and  in  the  daily  exercises  of  religion,  and 
in  the  constant  manifestation  of  its  pure  and  ho¬ 
ly  influence  on  your  character  and  conduct,  to 
pray  and  strive  that  through  the  merits  of  God 
in  Christ,  anil  by  the  blessed  influences  of  the 
Holy  Sjiirit,  the  hand  of  your  Heavenly  Father 
may  be  upon  you  for  good  and  not  liir  evil 

My  Rev.  Brethren,  the  clergy  of  the  diocess, 
I  would  es|)ecially  and  affectionately  call  to  dili- 
ijence  and  earnestness  in  urgino  upon  their  peo¬ 
ple  that  improvement  which  Christians  should 
make  of  the  impending  judgment  of  God,  as  se 
riously  impressing  upon  them  their  exposure  to 
death,  and  their  responsibility  at  the  great  judg¬ 
ment  to  which  death  will  be  the  summons. 


London  Anniversaries. — London  papers  give  brief 
accounts  of  the  anniversaries  of  benevolent  societies,  held 
during  the  month  of  May. 

Church  Missionary  Society. — Receipts  of  the  year, 
30,451/.  18s. ;  being  considerablv  less  than  those  of  the 
preceding  year,  which  were  44,585/.  16s.  Td.  The  de¬ 
crease  was,  in  donations,  633/. ;  in  legacies,  525/. ;  in  con¬ 
tributions  from  auxiliaries,  4,865/. 

Prayer  Book  and  Homily  Society.— During  the 
last  year,  the  society  has  distributed  11,753  prayer  books, 
and  '67,385  homilies  ;  and  since  its  formation,  208,673 
prayer  books,  and  1,155,625  bomilies.  Receipts  of  the 
year,  2,171/.  19.s.  id.  Disbursements,  2,208/.  14s.  8d. 

British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society. — The  to¬ 
tal  receipts  of  the  society,  were  less  by  13,000/.  than  those 
of  the  preceding  year  ;  but  the  subscriptions  were  great¬ 
er  by  647/.  The  deficiency  was  in  legacies.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  bihles  and  testaments  issued,  amounted  allogeihcr, 
lo  583,888,  the  greatest  number  issued  in  one  vear.  There 
had  been  280  new  subscription  societies — 4,000  copies  of 
the  bible  had  been  distributed  in  Manchester — the  Prus¬ 
sian  Committee  had  distributed  530,000  copies — 170,000 
had  been  distributed  in  France— 40,000  in  Malta — 1200  in 
Greece — 14,000  in  Calcutta — great  progress  h,ad  been 
made  in  the  West  Indies,  and  1000  copies  had  been  dis¬ 
tributed  in  Mexico — and  1000  copies  of  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  among  Jews,  in  Hebrew. 

Sunday  School  Union.— Schools  had  been  establish¬ 
ed  in  France,  but  with  great  difficulty,  owing  to  the  gene¬ 
ral  inattention  lo  the  Sabbath.  In  London,  there  were 
419  schools,  4,640  teachers,  and  72,599  scholars  ;  in  the 
rest  of  England,  there  were  6,909  schools,  90,000  teachers, 
and  856,271  scholars;  and  in  Ireland,  2,611  schools, 
18,646  teachers,  and  202,163  scholars.  On  the  whole, 
there  was  an  increase  during  the  last  year,  of  735  schools.

Or  grunt  with  glutton  swine.” 

This  edition  is  introduced  with  an  introductory  preface 
by  Professor  Stuart.  The  prolcosor  had  been  in  the  habit 
of  using  tobacco  moderately  for  many  years,  but  was  con¬ 
vinced,  and  persuaded  to  leave  off,  by  the  arguments  of 
Or.

We  confess,  with  shame 
and  contrition,  that  in  the  pride  and  hardness  of

PASTORAL  LETTER. 

From  the  Philadelphia  Christian  Advocate. 


S.  Guard  against  every  species  of  indecorum 
in  social  worship — such,  particularly,  as  is  mani¬ 
festly  apparent,  when  several  individuals  pray,  or 
exhort,  or  converse,  ai  the  same  time.  This  is 
an  irregularity  pointedly  rebuked  and  forbidden 
by  the  apostle  Paul,  in  the  xiv.  chapter  of  Iris 
first  epistle  to  the  Corinthians ;  and  his  summary 
and  repeated  injunction  is,  “  Let  all  things  m 
done  to  edifying.  Let  all  things  be  done  de¬ 
cently  and  in  order.”  But  besides  the  particular 
irregularity  specified,  we  would  dissuade  our 
brethren  in  the  ministry  and  the  eldership  of  our 
churches,  from  introducing  or  countenancingany 
practice  in  their  public  religious  assemblies  which 
savors  of  ostentation,  or  which  may  have  a  ten¬ 
dency  to  ulterior  evils,  that  they  would  them¬ 
selves  deprecate  and  seek  to  avoid.  We  design¬ 
edly  leave  this  as  a  general  but  important  moni¬ 
tion  ;  the  application  of  which  to  particular  in¬ 
stances  or  cases,  our  brethren  must  judge  ol  for 
themselves. 

4.  There  may  be,  in  a  revival  of  religion,  an 
excess  of  social  meetings  and  exercises.  That 
such  meetings  should  be  frequent  in  the  time  of 
a  revival,  we  not  only  admit  but  recommend. — 
Yel  it  ought  not  to  lie  forgotten,  that  they  may 
be  carried  to  a  hurtful  extreme;  and  such  an  ex¬ 
treme  they  certainly  reach,  when  they  encroach, 
to  any  considerable  extent,  on  the  ordinary 
duties  of  life;  or  when  they  leave  very  little 
time  to  the  thoughtful  and  inquiring  fttr  private 
meditation,  self-reflection  and  examination,  se¬ 
cret  prat'^er,  reading  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and 
other  books  of  instruction,  direction,  and  serious 
exhortation,  which,  as  they  have  opportunity, 
they  ought  to  peruse. 

5.  Meetings  of  pious  tcometi  by  themselves,  for 
conversation  and  prayer,  whenever  they  can 
conveniently  be  held,  we  entirely  approve.  But 
let  not  the  inspired  prohibitions  of  the  great 
apostle  of  the  Gentiles,  as  fluind  in  his  epistles  to 
the  Corinthians  and  to  Timothy,  be  violated. 
To  teach  and  exhort,  or  to  lead  in  jtrqyer,  in 
public  and  promiscuous  assemblies,  is  clearly  for¬ 
bidden  to  women  in  the  Holy  Oracles. 

6.  Let  not  the  settled  order  of  churehes  be  dis¬ 
turbed.  Let  official  elders  be  respected,  and  in 
the  absence  of  pastors  or  other  authorized  minis¬ 
ters  of  the  gospel,  let  the  elders,  or  deacons,  or 
other  Christians  of  standing  and  experience, 
rather  than  young  converts,  take  the  lead  in  the 
social  exercises  of  religion. 

7.  Listen  to  no  self-sent  or  irregular  preachers, 
whatever  may  be  their  pretensions  to  knowledge, 
piety  and  zeal 

8.  Let  no  doctrine  inconsistent  with  the  Sa¬ 
cred  Scriptures  as  explained  and  summarily 
taught  in  the  doctrinal  standards  of  our  church, 
be  promulged  and  favored  in  any  of  our  church- 


prayer,  in  relation  to  the  abuse  of  revivals,  in  su¬ 
perfluous.  Hear  on  this  subject,  the  eminent 
and  justly,  venerable  President  Edwards.  He 
remarks,  that  in  a  time  of  revival,  the  chief  ex¬ 
ertions  of  the  great  adversary  will  i)e  likely  to 
made  with  the  friends  and  promoters  of  the 
work,  to  drive  them  into  such  excesses  and  ex¬ 
travagancies  as  shall  ruin  its  credit,  and  ultimate- 
bring  all  religion  into  disgrace.  And  in  this 
his  success  will  be  rendered  the  more  probable, 

‘  he  can  first  persuade  such  persons  that  they 
are  in  no  danger  on  that  side.  It  was  “  while 
men  slept,”  that  the  enemy  came  and  “sowed 
tares ;”  not  while  they  were  in  a  state  of  indif¬ 
ference,  but  whilethey  were  not  watchingagainst 
his  devices.  It  is  not  while  men  are  in  a  siate  of 
ndifference,  that  the  false  conversions,  repre¬ 
sented  by  the  tares,  are  brought  in;  but  while 
men  are  asleep  in  a  far  diflerent  sense — while 
their  passions  are  in  such  a  state  of  excitement 
blinds  their  minds  to  the  danger.  Then  the 
great  deceiver  can  work  to  the  best  advantage, 
both  in  promoting  false  conversions,  and  in  lead¬ 
ing  into  dangerous  extremes  those  who  are  zea¬ 
lous  prrunoters  of  the  work. 

Such  is  the  monitory  language,  of  at  once  the 
most  powerful  defender  of  revivals  of  religion, 
and  the  ablest  corrector  of  their  abuses,  which 
our  country  has  ever  seen.  Let  us  hear  and  re¬ 
gard  his  voice,  uttered  as  it  is  in  concert  with 
the  voices  of  men  the  most  distinguished  for  wis¬ 
dom,  p’.ely,  and  prudence,  from  the  period  of  the 
protestant  reliirmation  to  the  present  hour.  Do¬ 
ing  thus,  and  l(M)king  earnestly  to  our  covenant 
keeping  God  to  crown  o\ir  endeavors  with  suc¬ 
cess,  it  is  .scarcely  too  much  to  hope,  tluit  revivals 
of  religion  will  spread  throughout  our  whole 
land  ;  and  that  their  heavenly  influence  and  lus¬ 
tre  will  continue  and  increase,  till  they  mingle 
ih  the  noon  tide  splemhir  ol'  the  millenial  day.

The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  church 
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Mr.  Editor — I  have  just  read  Mr.  Judson’s 
letter  to  Christian  females  in  America.  Unpopu¬ 
lar  as  is  the  subject  of  which  it  treats ;  it  is  one 
of  tender  and  universal  interest  to  the  church  of 
Christ,  and  I  feel  myself  impelled  by  motives  too 
powerful  to  be  resisted,  to  beg  the  indulgence  of 
your  readers  in  a  few  remarks,  the  principal  ob¬ 
ject  of  which  shall  be  to  bring  this  subject  to 
bear  on  every  female  mind,  as  one  of  personal 
OBLIGATION.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  neu¬ 
trality  in  the  service  of  Christ;  and  his  com¬ 
mands,  which  are  exceeding  broad,  make  no 
exceptions  for  the  convenience,  the  taste,  or  the 
artificial  circumstances,  of  those  to  whom  they 
are  addres.sed.  They  are  endorsed  “  Thus  sailh 
the  Z.ord,”  and  must  be  honored  by  uncompromi¬ 
sing,  unhesitating  obedience;  or,  he  is  lieirayed  by 
his  disciples,  wounded  in  the  house  of  fiis  friends, 
and  his  cause  must  suffer  in  llie  world.  Every 
individual  who  bears  the  hallowed  name  of  Chris¬ 
tian,  is  exerting  an  influence  in  favor  of  the  self- 
denying  and  holy  principles  of  his  Master,  or 
of  the  self-indulgent  and  unholy  principles, 
maxims,  and  customs  of  the  world. 

The  Bible  gives  us  but  a  few  general  precepts 
by  which  to  regulate  our  conduct.  These  are 
very  explicit,  and  of  paramount  obligation. — 
They  are  reasonable  and  right  in  themselves, 
and  to  tfiem  every  believer  yields  a  cordial  as¬ 
sent,  when  he  renounces  the  world  and  calls  God 
to  witness,  that  henceforward  he  will  glory  only 
in  the  cross  of  Christ,  by  which  he  is  crucified  to 
the  world  and  the  world  to  him.  He  who  can¬ 
not  lay  his  wealth,  and  reputation,  and  influence 
at  the  feet  of  Jesus,  is  not  worthy  of  Him,  for  he 
proves,  beyond  a  dtuibf,  that  he  loves  these 
more  than  Him,  who  rejects  a  divided  heart.  To 
the  young  man  in  the  gospel,  Jesus  said  “  go 
and  sell  that  thou  ha.st,  and  give  to  the  pmtr,  and 
thou  shalt  have  treasure  in  heaven ;  and  come 
and  follow  me.”  This  is  just  the  spirit  in  which 
every  Christian  now  accepts  the  terms  of  disci- 
pleship.  “  Love  not  the  world,  nor  the  things 
of  the  world ;  be  ye  not  conformed  to  Ihe  world.” 
“In  like  manner  also,  that  w'omen  adorn  them¬ 
selves  in  modest  apparel;  wilh  shamefiicedness, 
andsobriely;  not  with  broidtred  hair,  or  gold, 
pearls,  or  cosily  array;  hut  which  becometh 
women  professing  godliness,  with  good  works.” 
As  these  precepts  are  no  where  in  the  sacred 
volume  repealed,  we  believe  them  to  be  still  in 
force,  and  obligatory  on  all  the  professed  disciples 
of  Christ. 

The  question  now  arises.  Have  we  shown  to 
those  who  are  without,  and  fiave  we  sufficient 
evidence  for  a  dying  hour,  that  we  do  not  love 
the  tvorld,  nor  the  things  of  it?  Let  our  houses, 
our  furniture,  and  our  style  of  living  answer  the 
question ;  for  “  by  their  fruits  ye  shall  know 
them.”  It  may  be  said  we  have  learned  to  ixts- 
sess  as  though  we  possessed  not ;  while  w’e  have 
much  more  than  is  necessary,  our  hearts  are  not 
set  on  it.  Then  let  us  put  our  bands  on  it  and 
devote  it  to  Christ.  But  it  is  devoted  already; 
a  Christian  is  not  his  own  property,  for  he  is 
btmght  with  a  price,  and  all  that  he  holds  in  p»)s- 
session,  is  the  property  of  Him,  who  loved  him, 
and  gave  himself  for  him;  who  for  our  sakes 
became  poor,  that  we  through  his  poverty 
might  be  made  rich. 

It  is  often  said  that  religion  does  not  require  us 
to  be  singular;  the  truth  of  this  assertion  I 
always  doubted,  until  I  learned  that  the  religion 
of  the  world  and  the  religion  of  the  Bible  were 
different  things.  The  one  flows  with  the  tide  of 
popular  opinion,  denies  its  votaries  nothing 
desirable  to  an  earthly  unsanctified  mind,  and 
throws  open  the  gates  of  Paradise  to  those  who 
“  are  wafted  to  the  skies,  on  flowery  beds  of 
ease.”  But  the  religion  of  the  Bible  speaks  far 
different  language.  “  Ye  are  a  peculiar  people.” 
A  Christian  must  be  singular,  for  he  must  regard 
the  laws  of  God,  rather  than  the  precepts  of 
men ;  he  must  act  from  diflerent  motives,  pur¬ 
sue  different  objects,  and  atl:dn  these  by  diflerent 
means.  For  fear  of  losing  their  influence  in  the 
world;  to  avoid  being  singular;  to  escape  the 
remarks  of  the  multitude,  and  to  gratify  a  taste, 
the  unrestrained  indulgence  of  which,  has  deno¬ 
minated  woman  “on  animed  fond  of  dress,”— 
Christian  females  have  long  adorned  tliemselves 
with  prohibited  ornaments,  not  always  regarding 
even  “  modest  apparel,  with  shamefaced  ness 
and  sobriety.”  We  have  presented  ourselves 
before  God  in  his  sanctuary,  to  take  his  vows 


es.  That  the  word  of  God,  contained  in  the 


in  the  United  Stales,to  the  ministers  and  church¬ 
es  under  their  care — 

Dearly  Beloved  Brethren — You  will  per¬ 
ceive  hy  the  narrative  of  the  stale  «>f  religion 
which  we  this  year  publish,  that  the  God  of  all 
jrrace  has  been  pleased,  during  the  last  year,  to 
pour  out  more  copiously  of  his  blessed  Spirit,  on 
the  people  of  our  denomination  in  this  land,  than 
perhaps  in  any  period  of  equal  extent,  in  former 
limes.  For  this  signal  and  ineffable  benefit,  we 
desire  that  you  may  unite  with  us,  in  ascribing 
humble  and  fervent  thanksgivings  to  Him  from 
w’hom  we  have  received  this  transcendent  mercy, 
and  “from  whom  cometh  down  every  good  and 
perfect  gift.” 

And  suflerus  to  remind  you,  dear  brethren, 
that  one  of  the  best  and  most  acceptable  expres¬ 
sions  of  gratitude  to  God  for  the  uns()eakable 
favor  we  have  received,  is,  to  be  exceedingly 
careful  not  to  abuse  it.  It  is  of  more  importance 
than  we  know  how  to  express,  that  we  should, 
together  with  much  prayer  for  direction  and  aid 
from  on  high,  use  all  our  influence  and  put  forth 
our  best  efforts,  to  preserve  the  glorious  revivals 
of  religion  with  which  we  have  been  blessed, 
from  all  that  may  mar  their  beauty  and  preven 
their  extension  ;  and  where  any  thing  of  an  inju¬ 
rious  tendency  has  already  taken  place,  that  we 
should  labfir  to  correct  the  evil  as  speedily  as  pos¬ 
sible. 

Let  it  not  be  supjMised,  however,  that  we 
would  tvillingly  say  any  thing  that  might  encour¬ 
age  or  countenance  those  who  condemn  all  revi¬ 
vals  of  religion — condemn  them  because  they  may 
be  attended  by  some  errors  and  irregularities, 
which,  it  is  readily  admitted  ought  to  be  deplo¬ 
red  and  avoided.  Far,  very  far,  be  this  from  us. 
Those  who  cherish  an  aversion  to  revivals  of  re¬ 
ligion,  because  they  are  ataiompanied  by  imper¬ 
fections  and  are  liable  to  abuse,  should  recollect 
that  there  is  nothing  with  which  the  human  pow¬ 
ers  and  passions  have  to  do,  whatever  he  its  ge¬ 
neral  excellence,  that  is  not  open  to  the  same  ob¬ 
jection.  In  revivals  of  religion  in  which  there 
arc  confessedly  some  things  to  Ix;  lamented — as 
there  was  in  the  abuse  of  the  miraculous  gift  of 
tongues  in  the  primitive  church  ofCorinth — there 
may  still  be  numerous  and  sound  conversions  of 
sinners  unto  God  :  and  “  what  is  the  chaff  to  the 
wheat,  saith  the  Lord  ?”  There  remain  in  our 
land,  and  in  our  beloved  church,  many  congrega¬ 
tions,  in  which  formality  and  a  Laodicean  spirit 
are  mournfully  prevalent.  Little  reason  have 
they  to  felicitate  themselves,  that  they  arc  free 
from  all  the  extravagancies  which  they  censure  in 
others,  and  whicl)  it  is  not  denied  doexist  in  cer¬ 
tain  places,  and  to  a  limited  extent.  Let  them 
rather  remember,  that  a  congregation  in  which 
many  souls  are  born  into  tbe  kingdom  of  God, 
although  some  false  pretensions  to  piety  and  some 
censurable  practices  appear,  is,  on  the  whole,  in 
a  state  infinitely  preferable  to  that  of  a  congre¬ 
gation  in  whicJi  hundreds  are  goingquietly  down 
to  eternal  perdition,  and  in  which  the  wise  vir¬ 
gins  are  slumbering  and  sleeping  with  the  foolish. 
Let  congregations  of  this  latter  description  be 
exhorted  to  rouse  themselves  from  their  spiritual 
lethargy,  make  use  of  the  means  and  effi)rts 
which  God  is  wont  to  bless,  and  cry  mightily  to 
him,  that  they  may  partake  in  those  gracious 
visitations  with  which  i>thers  are  so  remarkably 
blessed  and  distinguished — partake  of  them,  pu¬ 
rified  from  all  that  is  justly  offensive  either  to 
God  or  man. 

Having  thus  endeavored  to  guard  against  a 
misconstruction  «)f  our  purp<ise,  we  desire,  with 
parental  solicitude  and  aftection,  to  caution  and 
warn  the  ministers  and  churches  of  our  commu¬ 
nion,  against  stune  of  the  most  common  errors 
nd  improprieties,  to  which  revivaN  of  religion 
are  exposed,  and  from  which,  Ave  grieve  to  say, 
some  of  the  congregations  within  »iur  bounds 
cannot  plead  an  entire  exemption. 

1.  In  a  time  of  the  revival  of  religion,  let  it 
be  remembered,  that  while  all  pntper  means  are 
to  be  used  to  deepen  and  cherish  serious  impres¬ 
sions,  and  to  awaken  and  alarm  the  sinfully  se 
cure,  an  undue  excitement  should  be  carefully 
avoided.  Here  is  the  fruitful  source  to  which 
may  Ite  traced  nearly  all  Ihe  abuses  which  so  of¬ 
ten  mar,  and  deform,  and  bring  into  disrepute, 
the  work  of  God,  when  sinners  are  awakened  in 
clusters,  and  led  to  inquire  will)  great  anxiety, 
what  they  must  do  to  be  saved.  If,  instead  of 
distinguishing  between  deep,  and  genuine,  and 
salutary  convictions  of  sin,  and  tbe  mere  effu¬ 
sions  of  animal  passions  and  nervous  sensibility 
the  latter  are  encouraged  and  stimulated,  as  lead¬ 
ing  to  a  desirable  issue,  the  most  baneful  effects 
are  likely  to  ensue — effects,  multiform  in  appear¬ 
ance  and  character,  but-in  all,  deplorable  Muf 
pernicious.  Therefore, 

2.  We  advise,  that  with  tcndernes.s,  but  yet 
with  unshaken  firmness,  all  badUy  agitations  and 
noisy  outcries,  e8|)ecially  in  w(»rshipping  assem 
blies,  be  discouraged,  and  as  far  as  possible  pre 
vented.  Inculcate  the  truth,  that  every  appear¬ 
ance  of  this  description  is  a  weakness,  or  an  er¬ 
ror,  which  so  far  from  promising  any  thing  be 
neficial,  is  likely  to  lead  to  the  most  disastrous 
results— so  far  from  deserving  to  be  cherished 
and  applauded,  is  to  be  discountenanced  and  de 
precaled,  and  as  speedily  as  may  consist  with 
Christian  kindness  and  forbearance,  entirely  sup 


Old  and  New  Testaments,  is  the  only  itifallible 
rule  of  faith  and  practice,  is  a  sitcred  pritici|)le 
which  we  steadfastly  maintain.  But  when  al¬ 
most  every  description  of  persons  who  profess 
any  regard  to  Christianity,  are  ready  to  declare 
their  adherence  to  the  same  priticiple,  it  hc|mmcs 
indispensable  for  Christians  who  would  tvafk  to¬ 
gether  in  the  peace,  and  order,  and  comfort  of 
the  gospel,  to  state  in  what  tnanner  they  under 
stand  the  great  truths  of  divine  revelation.  This 
has  been  done  by  our  church,  in  our  Confession 
of  Faith  and  Catechisms;  and  he  who  teachc.s 
any  doctrine  plainly  and  palpably  inconsistent 
with  Ihe  evident  meaning  of  these  excellent 
formularies,  should  he  regarded  by  Presbyterians 
as  an  eirorist,  whom  they  ought  not  to  encour 
age,  but  to  discountenance,  reject  and  avoid 
9.  Let  no  apparent  converts  be  hurried  into  the 
church,  and  brought  to  the  table  of  the  Lord 
without  a  careful  examination,  nor  ordinarily 
without  a  suitable  period  of  probation,  by  which 
the  reality  of  I fieir  religion  may  he  belter  judged 
of,  than  it  can  be  by  any  sudden  indications 
however  plausible 
Nothing  is  more  directly  calculated  to  injure 
ultimately  the  cause  of  God  and  the  credit  of  our 
holy  religion,  than  urging  or  permitting  indi¬ 
viduals  to  make  a  public  profession  of  reli^iota,  RS 
so('n  as  they  have  experienced  some  serious  im¬ 
pressions,  and  flatter  themselves  ifiat  they  have 
been  renewed  in  the  temper  of  their  minds.  All 
ex|)erience  sfiows  that  such  persons  often  and 
speedily  disfionor  their  profes.sion,  and  not  unfre 
quenlly  become  ojten  apostates,  and  sometimes 
avowed  infidels.  We  know  and  admit,  that 
after  all  po.-sible  care  which  the  churches  ca 
take,  instances  of  deception  will  occur;  for  it  is 
the  prerogative  of  God  only  to  .search  the  heart 
But  to  use  all  proper  means  to  preserve  tfie  purity 
of  the  church,  and  save  religion  from  reproach 
is  a  sacred  duly,  incumbent  on  all  church  offi 
cers;  and  it  is  a  duly  which  when  faithfully  per 
formed,  will,  to  a  great  extent,  secure  its  ohjec 
— the  church  will  rarely  be  disgraced  by  self-de 
ccived  hypocrites,  and  eventual  apostates, 
well  might  men  pretend  that  no  care  should  be 
taken  to  preserve  their  health,  because  disease 
cannot  always  and  certainly  be  avoided,  as  that 
no  care  should  be  taken  to  preserve  a  sound 
slate  of  the  visible  church,  because  its  nietnbers 
and  its  ministers  do  in  some  instances,  and  in 
despite  of  all  precaution,  become  profligates  and 
a  public  scandal.  Let  the  church  do  its  dul 
and  leave  the  event  to  God. 

10.  Finally — let  no  measures  for  the  promotion 
of  religious  revivals  be  adopted,  which  are  not 
.sanctioned  by  some  example,  or  precept,  or  fa 
and  sober  inference,  drawn  from  the  word  of  God 
This  is  a  safe  general  rule,  applicable  to  mime 
rous  particular  cases,  which  we  have  neither 
time  nor  inclination  to  specify.  Some  variety 
opinion  will  exist,  and  may  lawfully  and  properly 
be  indulged,  in  regard  to  the  measures  which  a 
best  calculated  to  produce  revivals,  and  to  con 
duct  them,  where  they  exist,  to  a  happy  result 
But  we  earnestly  counsel,  that  for  every  measure 
contemplated,  a  warrant  be  carefully  and  impa 
tially  sought  in  God’s  unerring  word.  If  such 
warrant  can  be  fairly  made  out,  let  the  measure 
he  adopted ;  but  otherwise,  let  it  he  promptly 
abandoned;  for  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
bihle  contains  not  only  a  safe,  but  a  complete  Tu\e 
of  duty. 

Thus,  beloved  brethren,  we  have  raised  our 
warning  voice,  to  caution  you  against  certain 
things,  by  which  those  displays  of  God’s  special 
grace  which  we  denominate  revivals  of  religion 
may  be  clouded  and  counteracted  ;  and  the  incal 
culablc  benefits  which  might  otherwise  be  deri 
ved  from  them,  may  he  finally  and  irretrievably 
Wist.  Let  us  receive  instruction  from  past  limes 
-—let  us  for  a  moment  turn  away  our  attention 
from  all  that  is  now  pas.singin  our  country,  to  what 
was  witnessed  in  the  days  of  the  celebrated  evan¬ 
gelist  Whitefield,  and  at  a  still  later  period,  in 
the  southwestern  parts  of  our  land. 

In  both  these  instances.,  there  was  certainly  a 
most  powerful  and  promising  religious  awaken¬ 
ing  ;  and  for  a  time  the  happiest  eftects  were  ex¬ 
perienced.  Numerous  conversionsof  a  solid  and 
lasting  character  took  place,  and  many  and  most 
desirable  additions  were  made  to  the  church  of 
Christ.  But  through  the  subtiliy  of  saian,  and 
the  inflamed  and  misguided  passions  of  men, 
doctrines  were  at  length  taught,  and  measures 
adopted — with  a  view,  as  it  was  loudiv  pro¬ 
claimed,  to  promote  and  extend  the  revivals — 
which  were  speedily  followed  by  the  most  disas¬ 
trous  consequences.  The  Holy  Spirit  was  grie¬ 
ved  away;  e.xce.sses,  which  shocked  all  sober 
minds  succeeded;  every  form  of  fanaticism  •4»d 
religious  error  apiteared  ;  soon  the  passions  which 
had  been  raised  to  their  higliest  tone,  subsided 
into  apathy,  and  carelessness  in  regard  to  all  re¬ 
ligion  ;  a  season  of  the  most  lamentable  spiritual 
declension  and  deadness  fiillowed  ;  infidels  multi¬ 
plied,  and  infidelity  proclaimed  its  triumphs;  re 
vivals  »)f  religion  were  reproached  and  ridiculed, 
and  a  deep  prejudice  ag;iinst  them  was  excited 
and  fostered,  which,  in  some  places  and  in  many 
minds,  has  not  yet  been  removed. 

I)  is,  dear  brethren,  to  prevent  the  recurrence 
of  sucb  evils  as  these,  that  with  great  solicitude 
for  your  welfare,  we  entreat  you  to  be  on  yitur 
guard.  Think  not  that  vigilance,  caution,  and

sound  ftf  its  gently-heaving  billows  formed  itself 
into  the  following  words : 

“  At  the  outset  of  life,  however  humble  we 
may  seem,  fate  may  have  in  store  for  ns  great 
and  unexjtected  opportunities  of  doing  good  and 
of  being  great.  In  the  hope  of  these  we  should 
ever  pass  on  without  d«.spair  or  doubt,  trusting 
that  perseverance  will  bring  in  its  own  reward.

What  liappy  beings  were  to  owe  their  bliss  to 
me!

I  supply  them  with  noble  induceif.ents  to 
virtue.”

and  this,  friend  Ezekiel,  is  the  cause  of  your 
want  ol'  success.” 


PEOPLE  OF  COLOR  IN  PHILADELPHIA. 

The  legislature  of  Pennsylvania  have  before  them  the 
project  of  a  law  which  materially  abridges  the  privileges 
the  people  of  color.  The  people  of  color  in  Philadel¬ 
phia  have  recently  held  a  numerous  meeting,  and  present- 
a  memorial  to  the  legislature.  Attached  to  this  is  a 
statement  of  some  facts,  designed  to  repel  Ihe  assertion 
often  and  so  gratuitously  made,  that  these  people  are 
burden  to  the  community  where  they  reside.  Some  of 
these  facts  are  interesting,  as  showing  the  comparative 
sobriety,  industry,  and  comfort  of  those  peopio  in  our 
sister  city. 

1.  By  a  slalemcnt  published  hy  order  of  the 
guardians  of  the  poor  in  1930,  it  appetir.s  that 
out  of  549  out  door  poor  relieved  (luring  the 
year,  only  22  were  persons  of  color,  being  about 

per  cent,  of  the  whole  number,  while  their 
Dtio  of  the  population  of  the  cily  and  suhurhs 
eACeed  8  1-4  per  cent.  By  a  note  appended  to 
he  printed  retxirt  of  the  guardians  of  tlie  jtoor 
hove  referred  to,  it  appears  that  the  colored 
iau|)ers  ndtuitted  into  the  almshouse  for  the 
same  period,  did  not  exceed  4  per  cent,  of  the 
hole  number. 

2.  From  receipts  for  taxes  which  are  actually 
in  their  possession,  it  is  ascertained  that  we  ])ay 
not  less  than  2500  dollars  annually,  while  the 
sums  expended  for  the  relief  of  our  poor,  out  of 
the  public  funds,  has  rarely,  if  ever,  exceeded 
S2000  a  year.  The  amount  of  rents  paid  by 
our  people,  is  fimnd  to  exceed  $100,000  annu- 
ally. 

3.  Many  of  ns,  by  onr  labor  and  industry 
have  acquired  a  little  property;  and  have  be¬ 
come  freeholders.  Besides  which,  we  have  no 
less  than  six  Methodist  meeting  houses,  two 
Presbyterian,  tivo  Baptist,  one  Episcopalian,  and 
one  public  hall,  owned  exclusively  by  our  people, 
the  value  of  which,  in  the  aggregate,  is  estima¬ 
ted  to  exceed  $100,000.  'I’o  these  may  he  added, 
two  Sunday  Schtwis,  two  Tract  Societies,  two 
Bihle  Societies,  two  Temperance  Societies,  and 
one  female  literary  institution. 

4.  We  have  among  ourselves,  more  than  fifty 
beneficent  societies,  some  of  which  are  incorpo¬ 
rated,  for  mutual  aid  in  time  of  sickness  and  dis¬ 
tress.  The  members  of  these  societies  are  bound 
by  rules  and  regulations,  which  tend  to  promote 
industry  and  morality  among  them.  For  any 
disregard  <rr  Violation  of  these  rules, — for  intem¬ 
perance  or  immorality  of  any  kind,  the  members 
are  liable  to  he  suspended  or  expelled.  Tliese 
societies  dxpend  annually  for  the  relief  of  their 
members  when  sick  or  disabled,  or  in  distress, 
upwards  of  $7000,  out  of  funds  raised  among 
themselves  for  mutual  aid.  It  is  also  wortliy  oi' 
remark,  that  we  cannot  find  a  single  instance  of 
one  of  the  meml)ers  of  either  of  these  societies 
being  convicted  in  any  of  our  courts.  One  in¬ 
stance  only  has  occurred  of  a  member  being 
brought  up  and  accused  before  a  court, — but 
this  iiuliviilual  was  acquitted. 

5.  Notwithstanding  the  difficulty  of  getting 
places  fi>r  onr  sons  as  apprentices,  to  learn 
mechanical  trades,  owing  to  the  prejudices  with 
which  we  have  to  contend,  there  are  between 
four  and  five  hundred  people  of  color  in  the  city 
and  suburbs  who  follow  mechanical  employ¬ 
ments. 

6.  While  we  thankfully  embrace  the  opportu¬ 
nities  for  schooling  our  children,  which  have 
been  opened  to  us  by  public  munificence  and 
private  benevolence,  we  are  still  desirous  to  do 
our  part  in  the  accomplishment  of  so  desirable 
an  object.  Such  of  us  as  are  of  ability  to  do  so, 
send  onr  children  to  school  at  our  own  expense 
Knowing  by  experience  the  disadvantages  many 
of  us  labor  under  for  want  of  early  instniclion, 
we  are  anxious  to  give  our  children  a  suitable 
education  to  fit  them  for  the  duties  and  employ¬ 
ments  of  life. 


POWER  OF  THE  TRUTH. 

The  following  anecdotes  from  the  Missionary  Register, 
strikingly  illustrate  the  power  of  divine  truth  upon  the 
minds  of  heathen  children : 

i  Madagassee  Slave. — Mr.  Griffin  preached 
from  Mai.  iii.  IS.  A  slave  of  one  of  the  first 
scholars  had  scarcely  readied  home,  before  he 
surprized  his  master  and  fellow  servants  by 
speaking  wilh  great  earnestness  to  the  following 
eflect : — “  I  have  ol'ien  heard  tlie  preaching,  hut 
never  yc/<  it  till  now:  the  thoughts  entered  into 
my  heart :  every  word  went  to  the  bottom  ol  niy 
ears.  I  was  terrified  to  hear  of  the  day  ol  judg¬ 
ment,  and  my  hair  stood  on  end  like  brisiies:  I 
think  every  liairof  my  head  believed  what  was 
s])oken.  I  am  resolved  to  learn  to  read,  and 
search  thoroughly  into  the  matter.”  He  contin- 
iie'l  a  long  lime  to  express  similar  feelings  ;  and 
reproached  some  present  wilh  l.aving  learned  so 
nitich  and  so  long,  and  Celt  so  little ;  tiiid  iipliraid- 
ed  himself  and  fellow  servants  with  various  com¬ 
mon  sins:  tulding,  “As  litr  mo,  lam  resolved 
hencefitrth  never  to  do  any  thing  wilhoiii  pray¬ 
ing:  if  I  eat,  if  I  drink,  if  I  work,  whatever  I 
do,  I  will  commence  wilh  prayer — yes,  if  I  steal. 

I  will  first  pray.”  His  master  kiinlly  reminded 
him,  that  it  was  an  error  to  think  of  prtiying  he- 
Ibre  stealing,  excci)l  to  prevent  liim  from  slealing; 
and  otherwise  encouraged  him  to  persevere. 

Heathen  boy. — A  heathen  boy  had  been  some 
time  in  one  of  the  Society  Schools,  and  had  read 
the  trospels  as  a  class  book.  He  became  convin¬ 
ced  that  his  own  religion  was  a  fthlc,  and  that 
idolatry  was  sinful.  On  his  lliiher  taking  him 
a  short  time  since  to  an  idol  feast,  he  refused  to 
bow  to  the  idol  when  his  falher  and  others  did 
so:  on  being  asked  why  he  refused,  lie  told  them 
(hat  it  was  impossible  that  a  wooden  image 
could  he  God,  and  that  he  wotild  not  bow  to  it  : 
his  father  immediately  proceeded  to  violent  mea¬ 
sures  and  made  him  bow  to  it.  On  their  going 
home,  the  father  renewed  the  (l'sj)ute  wilh  the 
hoy:  iq)on  which,  the  boy  renewed  the  argument 
against  idolatry,  andstiid — “You  made  me  bow 
to  thill  idol  before,  by  beating  me:  but  I  did  not 
bow  in  my  heart :  and  if  you  cut  me  to  pieces, 
you  shall  never  a<rain  make  me  bow  to  an  idol.” 
His  lather  immediately  took  the  boy  from  the 
school ;  hut  such  is  his  desire  to  become  better 
acquainted  with  the  scriptures,  that  he  steals 
away  wlicnever  he  can,  and  goes  to  tlie  school¬ 
master’s  house  to  read  them:  lie,  being  a  good 
man,  lends  the  boy  a  light  to  read  hy ;  and,  while 
others  are  at  rest,  this  little  fellow  often  rims 
away,  and  sits  up  at  nights  to  read  the  scriptures. 
It  is  said,  that  the  conduct  of  this  hoy  so  much 
afl'ected  others  in  the  same  school,  that  they 
were  almost  induced  to  follow  his  example. 


Heroism  of  filial  AFFECTioNi — In  the  course 
of  hu't  wiiiier,  five  Dutch  gentlemen  set  out  from 
Rotterdam,  to  travel  on  skates  to  AmstertJam. 
Tliev  had  passed  over  about  12  miles  of  the 
waste  ol'  inland  waters  wliich  extends  between 
the  two  cities,  and  were,  with  the  exception  of 
one  of  the  party,  who  kept  apart,  skating  with 
great  velocity,  in  close  files,  and  hands  linked  in 
the  Dutch  manner,  and  were  striking  out  far 
from  the  shore,  when,  at  once,  the  whole  file  was 
precipitated  through  the  ice,  and  two  out  of  the 
liiur  were  hardly  seen  to  rise  again.  The  other 
two  were  father  and  son,  both  remarkably  fine 
men,  and  the  latlier  an  expert  swimmer,  which 
enabled  him  to  support  himself  and  his  son  too 
for  a  considerable  lime,  during  which  lie  was  so 
collected  as  to  give  direciions  lo  the  only  one  ot 
the  party  who  hail  not  liilleli  in,  how  he  should 
conduct  himself  to  allord  assistance;  but  at 
length  he  gave  ulieriiiice  to  the  thought  that  his 
sou's  continuing  to  liold  him  would  he  the  death 
of  both.  The  son  immediately  kissed  his  father, 
and,  with  the  familiar  and  endearing  expression 
he  was  accustomed  to,  hade  him  “good  night,” 
loosed  his  hold,  and  deliberately  resigned  himself 
to  death.  'I'lie  father  lives,  and  the  name,  at 
least,  of  Henry  Hock,  the  son,  must  live  also.

The  Fruit. — A  Sabbath  School  in  Connecti¬ 
cut  was  commenced  in  1819,  with  57  male  and 
77  female  scholars.  The  minister  of  the  place 
told  me,  a  few  weeks  since,  that  he  know  32  of 
the  nitiles  and  44  of  Ihe  females  who  had  become 
hopefully  pious.  He  has  reason  to  believe  that 
many  more  of  them  are  pious,  bin  does  not  know 
where  they  live.  Almost  every  individual  of 
those  classes  whose  teachers  used  to  talk  with  them, 
has  become  pious. — S.  S.  Record. 


Prayer  Answered. — In  the  report  of  a 
school  which  was  received  last  week  it  was 
Slated,  that  early  in  the  last  summer  the  teachers 
of  the  school,  who  professed  to  believe  in  the 
efficacy  of  prayer,  agreed  lo  observe  a  certain 
hour  every  Sabbath  morning,  as  a  season  of 
special  prayer  lor  the  Sunday  School.  Since 
iliat  lime,  ten  of  the  scholars  and  two  of  the 
teachers  have  made  a  public  profession  of  reli¬ 
gion. — lb. 


THE  TWO  FISHERS  OF  MEN. 


A  reverend  gentleman,  by  the  name  of  Whit¬ 
ney,  one  of  the  pillars  of  the  church  in  Connec¬ 
ticut,  was  in  the  practice  of  filling  young  men 
for  the  ministry;  and  it  so  hap|)ened  on  one  oc¬ 
casion,  that  two  of  these  pupils  finished  their 
theological  studies  about  the  same  time,  and  went 
forth  into  the  world  to  enter  on  thedutiesof  their 
prolession. 

Tliey  were  very  dilTerent  in  their  tempers  and 
their  talents.  Isaac  was  a  man  of  learning  and 
abilitv;  but  exceeding  meek  and  modest  wiilm I. 
Ezekiel  was  a  person  of  inferior  attainments; 
but  full  of  self  confidence,  noise  and  fury.  The 
former  was  mild  and  gentle,  charitable  and  for¬ 
giving;  the  latter  was  harsh  and  overbearing, 
severe  and  releniless.  The  one  was  contented, 
if  lie  could  icin  souls  to  heaven ;  the  other  was 
determined  to  drive  them  there.
